At 
the drug store the soda clerk tries to sell oil acreag e along with 
a bottle of pop. 
“ Forty acres at $200 per. 
Only six miles from 
the well.” 
If y ou buy the lease the chances are that y ou can 
sell it at a ix rofit a couple of hours later. 
Prudent Mex ians let 
no g rass g row under their feet ,once the well came in, and many

rick, daubed with new found oil, which towers on a sloping hill 
beyond the town, la their Mecca. 
Lads with high boots, 
blue 
shirts and mackinaw coats are coming in on 
train 
They 
are the drillers and “roughnecks” from the West Texas fields at­ 
tracted by the latest boom in wealth. 
Fur coated and diamond­ 
ed oil operators, who have made their pile but are on the alert 
for more, dash through the crowded streets in dust stained tour­ 
ing cars on the way to grab choice leases about the country side. 
j From Dallas, Tulsa, Fort Worth. Wichita Falls, they respond to 
' the lure of the gusher. 
OIL MAD M EXIA IS ON T H E RAMPAGE. 
Since the Humphreys Petroleum Company well reached the 
sand and spurted over its derrick Saturday evening, Mexia lias 
gone plumb oil mad. 
In forty-eight hours the population of the 
little town has jumped from 4,000 to 6,000 people, so it is esti­ 
mated. 
Maps iii hand, oil men are milling around on the side­ 
walks, in the streets and in the limited space of the hotel lobbies, 
trading in oil properties, which seem to jump by the hundreds of 
dollars almost hourly. 
Hotels are accommodating visitors half 
a dozen to a room, 
Private homes have 
opened 
to bedless 
boomers. 
Folks are sleeping on back porches and in bath tubs. 
Ixmg lines of hungry oil men line up at meal times, 
awaiting 
seats at the counters of wholly inadequate restaurants, the own­ 
ers of which have telephoned frantically to distant 
wholesale 
houses for additional supplies. 
Business other than oil business seems entirely suspended 
At the hotels you ask for a room and they offer you a lease. At 
the drug store the soda clerk tries to sell oil acreage along with 
a bottle of pop. 
“Forty acres at $200 per. 
Only six miles from 
the wreli.” 
If you buy the lease the chances are that you can 
sell it at a profit a couple of hours later. 
Prudent Mexians let 
no grass grow under their feet .once the wrell came in, and many 
of them have already banked tidy sums on leases which 
they 
grabbed on the ground floor. 
The well w*hich causes all this excitement is known as the 
Humphreys well and is located on a ridge of rising ground two 
and a half miles west of Mexia on the Rodgers property. 
Satur­ 
day evening, w’hile the crew was pulling casing, oil spurted fifty 
feet over the derrick. 
The drill is eight inches in the Woodbine 
sand at 3,165 feet. 
So great was the force of the gusher that 
the big steel derrick w*as warped out of plumb. 
Repairs 
are 
hurriedly being made and E. A. 
Humphreys, 
president of the 
company owning the wrell, says that he will drill deeper Thursday 
morning and see just what the hole will do. 
The drilling in is 
also being delayed for the arrival of Ira B. Humphreys, a son of 
the president, who is at present in the clouds en route from Den­ 
ver, Colo., to Mexia. 
On receiving a wire announcing the oil 
strike he started for Texas at once in his airplane. 
E. A. Humphreys is a wealthy oil man of Denver. Colo. 
lie 
has operated largely in Texas and the Mexia well is the sixth 
wildcat which he has brought in during his career. 
“ I cannot 
predict what the well will do,” said E. A. Humphrey. 
We had 
been working on it for a year, and Saturday, with the tools six 
or eight inches in the sand, she came in suddenly, spurting fifty 
feet over the derrick. 
We are repairing the derrick and 
will 
drill in as soon as possible. 
This should be Wednesday morning. 
Then we will see what happens.” 
Mr. 
Humphrey says 
that 
Tuesday he will call a meeting and form a $2,000,000 oil com­ 
pany with some of his holdings. 
He has several thousand acres 
near the well under lease. 
F A R M E R S ARE TRA D IN G IN OIL LEASES. 
Lease values at Mexia continue to shoot upward. 
Proper­ 
ty leased at $10 or $100 an acre a w’eek ago now brings $200 or 
$1,000, according to its proximity to the welL 
Lease trading is 
not merely brisk, it is wild. 
Fanners are telling their produce 
and buying acreage with the money. 
One Freestone county 
fanner drove into Mexia Monday, unaware of the oil boom. 
He 
left his load of sweet potatoes standing in the street 
without 
seeking a buyer and started into the oil business. 
Other farm­ 
ers have sold their cotton and jumped 
into the 
game. 
The 
Humphreys well is on a long ridge, the strata of which geologists 
have said is a continuation from the Ranger field. 
Companies 
are being formed and individuals are making plans to drill scores 
of wells in this section immediately. 
D ET A ILS OF TH E O PER A T IO N S AT MEXIA. 
Mexia, Texas, Nov. 25.—Owing to the foundation under the

we have not ascertained any particulars worthy of announce­ 
ment.

BOLSHEVIK! HAVE 
COUNTERFEIT MONEY 


<By Associated Presa) 
Antwerp. Nov. 
24.—Attem pts 
of 
Bolshevik agents to get through to 
America 
with 
counterfeit 
money, 
made in Moscow', which it is believed 
they planned to use in financing radi­ 
cal red movements 
in 
the 
U nited 
States, have been discovered and, per­ 
haps, thwarted by American govern­ 
ment agents in Central Europe. 
In connection with what officials 
believe to be a very carefully organ­ 
ized scheme to encourage strikes, un­ 
rest and promote bolshevism 
in 
the 
United States, directed from Moscow', 
ev in c e has been secured of a pion to 
send to the United States bogus pa­ 
per currency of several European na­ 
tions, to be changed there into valid 
banknotes or securities. 
Four 
men, 
coming 
direct 
from 
Moscow, who sought to go to America 
were known to have had in their pos­ 
sesion counterfeit 
French banknotes 
representing more than $100,000. 
The Moscow scheme, according to 
these officials, is quite simple; th* 
changing in one country of the false 
counterfeit money of another, on the 
theory that b d l 
are not particu­ 
larly familiar with the appraram e of 
foreign currency. 
A considerable amount of this bo­ 
gus money is believed to have been 
pawed sucessfully in America, as re­ 
cently, a number of Polish bolshevik 
agitators, returning to Poland from 
America for the purpose, it 
is 
be­ 
lieved, of promoting Bolshevism be­ 
hind tho lines of 
the 
Polish 
army 
which was fighting the 
reds, 
have 
had in their possession thousands of 
dollars in American currency, thought 
to have been secured in exchange for 
bogus foreign banknotes in America. 
“This Moscow' counterfeiting scheme 
is an exceedingly ingenuous, double- 
f.cting one," said one police official 
who has been following 
it. 
“The 
Kremelin theory is that this ‘queer 
stuff,’ when changed, provides good 
money for Bolshevik uses, and, at the 
same time, by flooding the w’orld w’ith 
bad money, sends prices up, creates 
unrest and makes things riper for the 
big revolution Lenine is looking for.

MANT STOWAWAYS 


COMING TO GALVESTON 


Galveston 
Texas, Nov. 
24.—The 
high cost of living and 
scarcity 
of 
employment in European countries is 
sending an unusual number of stow­ 
aways to Galveston, according to im­ 
migration authorities here. 
Recent­ 
ly seven such unofficial 
passengers 
arrived here within three days. 
Coming chiefly from the ports of 
Holland and Belgium, which, owing 
to the passport restrictions of other 
European countries, ore said by im­ 
migration officials to be serving as 
“clearing houses” for 
undesirables, 
the stowaways frequently arrive here 
taint from hunger and exposure. 
On the heels of the 
recent 
an­ 
nouncement by Moscow 
that 
25.000 
“missionaries” and agitators were be­ 
ing sent to the United States, this in­ 
flux of stowaways is regarded with 
suspicion here and great care is be­ 
ing taken that no emissary of Lenine 
and Trotzky is permitted to gain his 
liberty. 
Stowaways, however, who are skill­ 
ed in some trade or 
craft 
whereby 
they can earn a living in this country, 
who are free from disease and can 
[ass the literacy test, sometimes are 
admitted by the examining board. —•

governor returned from the warships 
five days later, all but 72 of the vol­ 
unteers had become tired of waiting 
and had gone home. 
“Those of us who had waited” con­ 
tinued Dr. Graves, “then started in­ 
land, our first stop being at H arris­ 
burg. 
When we reached this point 
we found a pile of abandoned cannon 
where they had been dumped by the 
roadside. 
In the pile were the 
two 
small guns so dear to the hearts ot 
Texas patriots—the ‘Twin Sisters.’ 
“To allow these precious guns 
to 
fall into the hands of the 
Yankees 
w’as unthinkable. 
We had been beat­ 
en but the 
fire 
of 
patriotism was 
still there, and while the greater part 
of our party resumed the 
journey, 
five of us and, in addition, my negro 
boily guard, Dan, remained at H ar­ 
risburg with the 
determination 
to 
put th.* ‘Twin Sisters’ 
where 
they 
would be safe forever. 
Those who 
remained 
were: 
Jack 
Taylor, Ira 
Prewitt, Sol J. Thomas, John 
Bar­ 
nett, my negro, Dan, and myself. 
“As night drew near we started to 
dig the grave. 
‘We will bury the lit­ 
tle darlings so deep that no infernal 
Yankee will ever find them ’ we said 
fervently as we started to work with 
the spades. 
But though our fervor 
did not diminish our strength did, 
and for my part, I was glad to let 
my negro finish my share of 
the 
work. 
“ At last the task was 
completed 
and after dism antling the ‘Twin Sis­ 
ters' we rolled them into the grave. 
Then after filling in the earth over 
the guns we proceeded to destroy all 
evidence of the burial. 
All 
metal 
parts, such as the iron tires, were 
dumped into the bayou nearby. Then 
with the wood we built a fire over 
the freshly spaded dirt and scatter- 
cd the ashes in every direction. 
Be­ 
fore leaving we 
marked 
the spot 
carefully by notching the trees sur­ 
rounding the grave. 
“More 
than 
thirty 
years 
later 
John Barnett and I went to H arris­ 
burg with the intention of digging 
up the buried cannon. 
We located 
the exact spot but had to abandon 
the project because the owner of the 
land was away and we did not want 
to dig into his property without his 
consent. 
We waited several 
days 
for him to return and then we left 
for home.” 
Several years ago 
Dr. 
Graves received a letter from a man 
who declared that he was deeply in­ 
terested in the movement to find the 
cannon ami asked t*j be permitted to 
accompany th** doctor if the search 
ever is made, 
“ In the early days of Texas when 
Cincinnati friends 
gave 
these two 
guns to the state” the man explained, 
“two little girls—the ‘Twin Sisters’ 
—were sponsors for the gift. 
One 
of these twins was my grandmother. 
Among those who have devoted much 
of their time during the past 
few 
years to keeping alive the restora 
tion project are John E. Cosgrove of 
ti*' Confederate Horn*'

Since that time Texas has 
won sixteen games and A. & M. has 
won seven.

How’ever, much of this seeming su­ 
periority was the result of the first 
eight years, during which A. & M. 
failed to score against 
Texas, 
and 
during 
recent 
years 
results 
have 
shown A. & M. to bt* stronger. 
In 
1919 A. & M. beat Texas by a score 
of 7 to 0. 
The two institutions, in a manner, 
represent two different kinds of foot­ 
ball.

while A. & M., to a larger extent, 
draws hard, husky lads from smaller 
schools.
